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This Nation Is Ruled by a 

Few Corporation Lawyers

HERE was a tendency in congress to induce certain rail¬ 
roads in Pennsylvania to dispose of their holdings in 
hard coal lands, or al least to compel them to treat 
fairly the-few remaining owners of anthracite coal mines 
who depend on the good will of these railroads. 

Accordingly the "trust-busting" Hepburn act contained a clause 
which makes it unlawful 

“for any railroad company to transport from any state to any 
other state or to any foreign country any article or commodity, 
other titan limber, manufactured, mined, or produced by it, or 
under its authority, or which it may own in whole or in part, 
or in which it may have any interest, direct or indirect, except 
such articles or commodities as may be necessary and intend¬ 
ed for its use in the conduct of its business as a common 
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Of course, the railroads appealed to their patron saints in Wash¬ 
ington. D. C. 

And what did the Supreme court do? Declare the law “uncon¬ 
stitutional" in order to favor the railroads, a< that Supreme court 
has often done before in other cases, and as it was confidently cxjiect- 
ed by the railroads it would do this time? 

Not at all. 

• • • 

The Supreme court simply went a step further. 

The judges declared that this law is constitutional. But that it 
docs not mean what it says on the face of it, and what it originators 
•declared that it sliould mean. No, it is to mean something entirely 
different. 

It is to mean that the railroads cannot ow n ami operate coal mines, 
but that they can own stock in companies which own and ojicrate 
coal mines. 

Now, most of the railroads do not operate the mines now. They 
simply own the slock in the subsidiary companies which own and op¬ 
erate the coal mines. And the few remaining railroads as, for in¬ 
stance, the Delaware & Lackawanna, will obey the mandates of 
the Supreme court at once and—form the subsidiary companies and 
own their stock. 

Is it not laughable? 

• • • 

Of course, we care little for this sjiccial occasion. 

Trust-busting, under the present system, is nonsense, and the 
lawmakers in Washington, D, should have brains enough tu un¬ 
derstand that and honesty enough to admit it. 

What interests us most in this case is again the arrogance and 
absolute shamelessness of the Supreme court of the United States. 

We are, of course, quite accustomed to the idea that a large por¬ 
tion of the time of our courts, from the lowest to the highest, and 
both national and state, is now occupied in determining whether the 
representatives of the |>eople have the right to make laws or not. 
This is a power no court, and no Supreme court, of any nation ever 
hail, or ever will have. But it is a power which budding capitalism 
In America has reserved for itself about a hundred years ago and 
still retains— since the days of that great shyster lawyer, John Mar¬ 
shall. 

’ However, it is a new thing, even in this country-, for a Supreme 
court to tell a legislative body that the law is constitutional, but that 
it is to mean something entirely different from its wording, and some¬ 
thing entirely different from what congress intended it to mean. 

• * * 

And the queer part of all this is that this power of the Supreme 
court of the United States is not even constitutional. 

In the convention of 1787, when the constitution of the United 
States was framed, a proposition was made that the judges sliould 
pass upon the constitutionality of the acts of congress. 

This was defeated June 5, receiving the vote of only two states. 

It was renewed June 6, and again July 21, and finally, for the 
fourth timoi it was urged on the 15th of August. But, although it 
had the powerful support of Madison and Wilson, at no time did it 
receive the votes of more than three states. 

• * * » 

Prior to that convention, the courts of four states—New Jersey, 
Rhode Island, Virginia and North Carolina—had expressed an opin¬ 
ion that they could hold the acts of their respective legislatures as un¬ 
constitutional. 

It was a doctrine never held before—nor In any otner country 
since. <t met with strong disapproval right at the beginning. In 
Rhode Island a movement to oust the offending judges was only 
slopped on the suggestion that they should be dropped by the next 
legislature, which was done. 

• * * 

These matters were then recent and before that convention. 

Madison and Wilson—living at a time when government by the 
people was a new experiment, of which property-holders were very- 
much afraid—favored the new doctrine as a check upon legislation to 
be operated only by lawyers. 

And they attempted to”get it into the constitution in its least ob¬ 
jectionable shape—as a judicial examination and veto before the final 
passage of the bill. 

But even in this diluted form, and although presented four 
times by these .wo very influential members, the suggestion at no 
time received the votes of more than one-fourth of the states in that 
convention. 

* • * 

The subsequent action of the Supreme court in assuming the 
power to dcckre acts of congress unconstitutional, is without a line 
m the, constitution to authorize it. 

The Supreme court of the United States usurped—yea, practic¬ 
ally stole that power—first, with the consent of the slave barons, who 
had occasion to hide behind it, and afterwards with the help of the 
plutocrats, who fully realize its value. 

• * • 

Just think it over for a moment. 

Nine corporation lawyers, appointed for life, have the power to 
veto or change, according to their own sweet pleasure, the laws en¬ 
acted by congress—and they are responsible to nobody, not even to 
themselves. 

Of these nine, five form a majority, and can decide anything. 

And there you have it; five crooked corporation kwyers—usual¬ 
ly the most crooked of their craft—can negative the will of one hun¬ 
dred millions of Intelligent people. 

All our plutocrats need do, therefore, is to see to it that they 
own five of these judges. And is it necessary to prove that plutoc¬ 
racy owns them? 

J • 

Such power as our judges have, does not exist, and never has 
existed, in any other country. 

Judges have never exercised such power in England, where 
there is no written constitution. In England the will of the people, 
when expressed through their representatives in parliament, is final. 

And the judges surely do not have such power in France, Ger¬ 
many, Austrii, Denmark, or any other country where there is a writ¬ 
ten constitution.

And wby should anyone imagine that our United State* Judges 
are more wise, more honest, and more virtuous than other politicians? 

These iwlges are not even elected by the people. Tb«y are usually 
politicians ACno had been defeated by the poojjs. 

They are selected by the big contributors to' the campaign — by

That some have more, but most have 
less, than is good for them; and that with a quarter of the labor now 
oxpen'led in getting improper sustenance we might produce proper sus¬ 
tenance, and plenty of it, for all. 

Meanwhile, let us consider the mental needs of life. These are: 

Knowledge, pleasure and intercourse. 

Of knowledge there are almost numberless brandies, and all of 
tlicnt fascinating. Modem science alone is a vast storehouse of inter¬ 
est and delight. 

„Astronomy, physiology, botany, chemistry, these words sound dry 
and forbidding to the man who knows nothing at all of the science: 
but to the stndent they arc more fascinating, more thrilling, 'and more 
marvelous than any romance. 

Hut science is only otic branch of knowledge. There is literature, 
there is history, there arc foreign countries and peoples, there are 
languages, and laws, and philosophies to interest and to inform us. 

Solomon spoke well when he said that wisdom is better than 
rubies. As a mere amusement the acquirement of knowledge is above 
price. 

But it has another value, it enables us to help our fellow creatures, 
and to leave the world better than we found it. 

As for pleasures their name is legion. There arc such pleasures 
as walking, rowing, swimming, foot-hall, baseball. There are the arts, 
and the drama. There are the beauties of nature. There are travel 
and adventure. Merc words cannot convey an idea of the intensity 
of these pleasures. 

Music alone is more delightful and more precious than all the 
vanities wealth can buy, or all the carnal luxuries that folly can desire. 
The varieties of pure and healthy pleasures are infinite. 

Then as to intcrcource. 1 mean by that all the exaltation and all 
the happiness that we can get from friendship, from love, from com¬ 
radeship, and from family tics. These are amongst the best and tlie 
sweetest things that life can give. 

Now, Mr. Smith, you arc a practical and a sensible man. I ask 
you to look about you and to tliiuk, and then to tell me what share 
of.all these things fall* to the share of the bulk of the people; but es¬ 
pecially to the share of the great working masses. 

In the average lot of the average workman how much knowledge 
and culture, and science ami art. and music anil the drama, and liter¬ 
ature and poetry, and field sports and exercise, and travel and change 
of scene? 

You know very well that our working people get little of these 
things, and you know tliat such as tiiey get are of inferior quality. 

Now I say to you that the people do not get enough of the things 
needful for boils- and mind, tliat they do not get them of tlie best, and 
tliat they do not get them because they liavc neither money to pay for 
them nor leisure to enjoy them. 

I say, farther, that they ought to have and. might liave abundance 
of these things, and I undertake to show you how they can obtain them. 

We hear a great deal, Mr. Smith, about the "Struggle for Ex¬ 
istence," 

Well, I say there is no need for any ‘ struggle for existence." I 
have shown you what thing- are necessary to a happy and noble ex¬ 
istence. and I say to you now that all these things can be easily and 
abundantly produced. 

0. /en our country and our people. I maintain that the people, if 
right i organized and directed, can get from the country all that is 
good for them with very little labor. 

The work needed to supply the bodily and mental needs above 
named is very slight. The best things of life—knowledge, art, recrea¬ 
tion, friendship, and love—are all cheap; that is to say, they can all be 
got with little labor. 

Why, then, the "struggle for existence?” 

So far, Mr. Smith, f have, I hope. l>eeu practical and plain. I have 
indulged in no fine writing, 1 have used no hard words, t liave kept 
close to facts. There has been nothing “windy” or “sentimental” up 
to now. I shall be still more practical we we go on.

The Unemployed 

We hear, certain person* fre¬ 
quently remark that the men who 
are ci>m;x-llcd by want to seek re¬ 
lit i. are men who would «fiot work 
If they had a cliancr.

Those who remained were 
mostly men ulto liad liecn refused 
after applying for such work, or 
wJk> had worked otic day and been 
unable to get their pay-checks 
cashed. 

Tlie work of shoveling snow is 
hard and heavy. It is doubly hard 
for men 'vfio arc worn out by going 
for weeks on starvation rations and 
standing for hours in the cold wait 
mg room for tlie bit of bread and 
cup of coffee, which, for many of 
them. wa practically the only food 
[they had a chance to get. But hard¬ 
ly any of these men shirked when 
an opportunity to do tliat hard ami 
heavy work was offered them.—

The t .sly effective means which 
they, c- tihi ernplov to retard the 
progress of the |*-polar movement 
involved the use of money or it* 
equivalent in wavs that have a 
corrupting influence upon our na¬ 
tional life. 

It 1 - fell in many private institu¬ 
tions nl learning; it i> clearly seen 
i-> the attitude of a large part of 
our daily press, and even in the 
church it . If. This subtle influence 
which a ‘wealthy class is able to 
exert by owning or controlling the 
agencies for molding public opin¬ 
ion is doing far more to poison the 
sources of our national life than all 
the more direct and obvious forms 
of corruption combined. 

Every age of epoch-making 
change is a time of social turmoil. 
To the superficial onlooker this 
temporary relaxation of social 
restraints may seem to indicate a 
period of decline, hut as a matter 
of fact the loss of faith in and rc- 
s|>cct for the old social agencies is 
a necessary part of that progress 
of growth through which society 
reaches a higher plane of existence.

Now to our problem, i low are we to makr the best of our coun¬ 
try. and of our lives > What things do we need in order to secure a 
happy, lu-althy, anil worthy human life? 

We may divide the things needful into two kinds: mental and phy¬ 
sical. Tliat is to -ay, tlie thing* needful for the body and the things 
needful for the mind 

Here again 1 differ very much from tlie self-styled practical 
statesmen. 

My ideal is frugality of body and opulence of mind. I suggest 
that ive should be temperate and as simple as possible in our use of 
mere bod,,/ neces sities, >o that we tnav have as much time as possible 
to enjoy pleasure- f a higher, purer, and more delightful kind. 

Your practical statesmen treat all social and industrial problems 
from the standpoint of mere animfl subsistence. They do not seem to 
think that you have any mind. With them it is a question of bread and 
soup and be thank till. They are like the man in “Our Mutual F'rieuu"' 
who rstimateil the needs of the ferryman’s daughter in beef and beer. 
It was a question, he -aid, “of so many pounds of lieef, and so many 
pints of porter." I hat leet and that |x>rter were “the fuel to supply 
that woman's engine.” and, of course, she was only to have just as 
much fuei as won) 1 keep tlie engine working at high pressure. But I 
submit to you tha' such an estimate would lie an insult to a horse. 

Your capitalist spokesmen claim to be practical men. and always 
swear by facts. A- I said before, 1 reverence facts; but 1 want all tlie 
facts, not a few of them. If I am to give a verdict, 1 must hear the 
whole of the evidence. 

Suppose a garik-ncr imagine! that all a flower needed was earth 
and manure, and so planted his ferns on the sunny side and his peaches 
on the shady side >f his garden. Would you call him a practical man? 

You will sec what I mean. Soil is a “fact," and manure is a 
“fact." But the habit of a plant i* a "fact" also, and so are sunshine 
and rain "facts." 

Turn, then, from plants to men, and tell me are appetites the only 
facts of human nature? Do men need nothing hut food, and shelter, 
and clothes? 

It is true that bread, and meat, and wages, and sleep are “facts," 
hut they are not the only facts of life. Men liave imaginations and 
passions as well as appetites. 

I must ask you to insist u;x)n hearing all the evidence. I must 
ask you to use your eyes and ears, to examine your memory, to con¬ 
sult your own experience and the experience of the best and wisest 
men who have lived, and to satisfy yourself that although wheat ami 
cotton anil machines and plows and bread and blankets ami hunger and 
thirst and heat'and cold are facts, they are not the only facts, nor even 
the greatest facts of life. 

F'or love is a fact, ami hope is a fact, and rest, and laughter, and 
music, and knowledge are facts; and facts which have to be remem¬ 
bered and havirtn be reckoned with before we can possibly solve the 
problem of hoWilhc people arc to make the best of their country and 
themselves. c 

A life which consists of nothing but eating, and drinking and 
sleeping, and Working is not a human life—it is tlie life of a beast. Such

They cannot he ex- 
pi-cted to make an intelligent choice 
of public officials, unless lliei arc 
supplied with all the facts which 
have a direct bearing upon the fit¬ 
ness ol the various candidates. 

The old idea that all business is 
private must, give way to the new 
and sounder view that no business 
is entirely private. It is true that 
the business world is not yet ready 
for the application of this doctrine, 
since deception is a feature of pre¬ 
sent-day business metlwds. 

This police of deception often 
degenerates into downright fraud, 
ns 111 the case of secret relates and 
other forms of discrimination 
through which one competitor ob¬ 
tain* an nnditc and perhaps crtis.i- 
bu: advantage <rvcr other*; or it 
mav take 'he form of adulteration 
or other trade* frauds hv which the 
liu-iness matt may roll the general 
public.

The present season's crop of or¬ 
anges is very heavy in Florida, 
probably never heavier |>cr tree, 
though the time was—before the 
“big freeze,” which was an epoch in 
the history of the state—when there 
were many more trees than now. 
Hut complaint* of orange growers 
are both loud and deep. ‘‘We have 
plenty of oranges, but arc getting 
nothing for them," is the universal 
wail. Yet the growers know, and 
so do myriad* of others, that there 
arc millions of people in the States 
to wIkuii oranges arc a rare luxury 
because *0 costly. How a cent's 
worth of orange in Florida is 
transmuted into five cents’ worth a 
tlKHisand miles away, when rail¬ 
way men say they are carrying 
freight at an average of Y cent a 
ton per mile, is a bigger and more 
vital matter about which a state 
should interest itself than is the 
spending of millions of money to 
enlarge an orange growing area.

them. It would, indeed, have been 
inconsistent for Swinl ume, the Re¬ 
publican. the denonneer 'Of mon¬ 
archy. who had glorified tlie Eng¬ 
lish regicides of the seventeenth 
century, and, besides, had written 
bravely in defense of the I’aris 
Commune, to accept the place of 
Official poet to a queen or a king. 
And for Morris, the Socialist, it 
would have been equally out of tlie 
question. It will be the judgment 
of most of their admirers tliat they 
did well not to repeat the mistake 
of Wordsworth.

Warren’s offense consisted 
in sending out |*>sul cards offer¬ 
ing a reward for the Kidnaping of 
cx-Governor Taykir of Kentucky, 
who was a fugitive from justice 
after the con f cssion* in the Gov l 
Goebel drooling case implicated 
him in the killing. Taylor tied to 
Indiana 'am: remained safe from 
arrest there and the official- 
claimed they could not get him.

Milwaukee: Again the Social- 
Democralic aldermen have shown 
themselves the only guardian* of 
the public’schools in the city coun¬ 
cil. A week ago, through the de¬ 
sertion of four Republican alder¬ 
men, the Rose crowd was able to 
break down the dcadkxk on tlx 
budget and to successfully put it 
ii|xin its passage with the provi¬ 
sion for thr lower amount of 
school bonds—S-t-tj.ooo instead of 
the S.’/o.ooo which our aldermen 
and the school defense committee 
of citizens had fought so stuhtxtni- 
ly for. The Rose gang supposed 
they now Itad clear sailing, ami 
called a special meeting of tile 
council on Tuesday afternoon to 
introduce and pass to the third 
reading and engrossment the street 
bond provided for in tltc budget.
